Full oil needs 


promised U. S. 


VIENNA (UPI) - Saudi Arabian Oil 
Minister 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani said 
Monday that the United States will get 
all the Arab oil it needs. 
Speaking after the lifting of the five- 
month embargo by seven Arab coun­ 
tries, Yamani said: 
“ We will start to increase our pro­ 
duction immediately. The United States 
will get all the oil it needs — from Saudi 
Arabia, at least one million barrels 
a day.” 
Yamani said it would take about six 
weeks for the first tankers of Arab oil 
to reach the United States. 
Oil industry sources said that now 
the ban was lifted, however, oil com­ 
panies 
could release their reserves 
immediately to ease the American fuel 
squeeze. 
Syria and Libya, the two other mem­ 
bers of the nine nations which imposed 
embargo, said they would continue to 
deny oil to the United States. Algeria 
said it was lifting the embargo only 
provisionally until June 1. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Armed with a 
court order giving them a secret grand 
jury report on President Nixon’s handling 
of Watergate, House Judiciary 
Com­ 
mittee members believed today they 
could bring new pressure on Nixon to 
relinquish 
42 tapes considered vital 
to their impeachment inquiry. 
In ruling Monday that the committee 
should get the document, Chief U.S. Dis­ 
trict Judge John J. Sirica did not as- 
sess the significance of the findings. But 
he said he had examined them carefully 
and decided there “ can be no question 
as to their materiality’’ to the impeach­ 
ment investigation. 
In disclosing for the first time that 
the report “ focuses” on Nixon, Sirica 
said it “ draws no accusatory conclu­ 
sions” but rather was “ a simple and 
straightforward compilation 
of infor­ 
mation gathered by the grand jury and 
no more.” Therefore, he said, it was 
“ eminently proper and indeed obliga­ 
tory” to give it to the congressmen. 
“ It should not be forgotten that we deal 
in a matter of the most critical moment 
to the nation, an impeachment investiga­ 
tion involving the President of the United 
States,” he said. 
But he stayed his order for two days 
to permit appeals of his decision. 
The report, consisting of a two-page, 
50-paragraph written document and a 
leather briefcase containing unspecified 
evidence, was given Sirica March 1 
when the grand jury indicted seven of 
Nixon’s former close aides or campaign 
officials. The jurors asked Sirica to 
forward it to the Judiciary committee. 
While committee members were aware 
they may not actually get the report for 
weeks or even months because of appeals 
and other possible litigation, they felt 
Sirica’s order had strengthened their 
request for the presidential tapes and 
other Watergate material Nixon has re­ 
fused to relinquish. 
Rep. Harold R. Donohue, LLMass., 
said that while the committee still did 
not know what was in the report, it “ could 
be a major factor in accelerating our 
committee’s procedure.” Rep. Edward 
Hutchinson of Michigan, ranking GOP 
member, was “ very pleased” and said 
he thought any appeal could be disposed 
of quickly. 
Committee Chairman 
Peter W. Ro- 
dino Jr., D-N.J., said only that the com­ 
mittee might decide later this week 
whether to oppose expected arguments 
before the appeals court by Watergate 
defendants opposing release of the re­ 
port. 
Sirica noted that Nixon’s position, out­ 
lined by attorney John D. St. Calir, “ is 
that he has no recommendation to make, 
suggesting that the matter is entirely 
within the court’s discretion.” All the 
President had requested, Sirica said, 
was the right to “ review and copy the 
materials.” 
Sirica’s 22-page ruling said the House 
committee formally requested the re­ 
port and that Special 
Watergate Prose­ 
cutor Leon Jaworski urged its release. 
At a hearing before Sirica on March 6, 
attorneys for the seven men indicted for 
conspiracy in the Watergate coverup ob­ 
jected to disclosure of the report. 
However, the judge said Monday, “ it 
seems incredible that grand jury mat­ 
ters should lawfully be available to dis­ 
barment committees and police disci­ 
plinary investigations and yet be un­ 
available to the House of Representa- 


tives in a proceeding of so great im­ 
port as an impeachment investigation.”

against PG&E 


The Federal Power Commission(FPC) 
in Washington has set June 14 for a hear­ 
ing to investigate charges that Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company (PG&E) has 
engaged in anti-competitive behavior. 
Lompoc buys power from PG&E whole­ 
sale and retails it to local customers. 
An FPC spokesman in Washington 
said the commission would also look into 
the power pool arrangement in Califor­ 
nia between PG&E, Southern California 
Edison (SCE) and the San Diego Power 
and Light Company. 
The complaints were brought against 
the large California utility by the North­ 
ern California Power Agency (NCPA), 
a public power co-operative comprised 
of 11 California cities, including Lom­ 
poc, which own their own electricity dis- 
tribution networks. Ownership of these 
city systems makes the NCPA cities sub­ 
ject to the FPC in power decisions rath­ 
er than to the state’s Public Utilities 
Commission, NCPA spokesmen say. 
NCPA convened last month in Lompoc 
for a regular meeting. 
NCPA’s complaints against PG&E arise 
from the public agency’s plans to open 
the way for its member cities to invest 
directly in power generation, which, 
NCPA staff members say, would provide 
them electrical power at low rates in 
spite of declining power reserves and 
rising prices nationally. 
The agency has begun to look into 
part-ownership of a geothermal steam 
power plant in the geysers area of So­ 
noma County as well as in nuclear pow­ 
er plants on the Central Valley drawing 
boards. NCPA members have always 
contended, though, that PG&E has thrown 
roadblocks in their way, probably in or­ 
der to guard the huge company’s vast 
monopoly, they add. 
Another NCPA complaint is that the 
state’s larger private power entities, 
such as PG&E, SCE and others, have 
done their best to keep it from becom­ 
ing a viable utility partially, they say, 
by excluding it from power sharing and 
other utility arrangements... such as 
the power pool arrangement between 
PG&E, SCE and San Diego Power Co. 


A FPC spokesman added today that the 
federal panel will also delve into PG&E’s 
contract for transmission of power with 
the Interior Department. A further NCPA 
complaint has been that PG&E has been 
more than reluctant to wheel public 
power over their own quasi-public trans­ 
mission lines. 


Of interest to Lompocans, but not 
mentioned in today’s announcement, is 
another case brought by NCPA before 
the FPC petitioning for a cutback of 
a 22 per cent wholesale electricity rate 
hike imposed by PG&E. This case ap­ 
pears destined for lengthy legal review 
but could net Lompoc thousands and 
more in rebates if rates are retroac­ 
tively trimmed. 


Gas seen for vacation

Americans

getting gasoline for summer vacations, 
but the end of the oil embargo by most 
major Arab nations is seen by much of 
U.S. industry 
as only a short-term an­ 
swer to the nation’s energy shortage. 


The federal government and the Amer­ 
ican Petroleum Institute representing 
the oil companies reckon it will be two 
or three months before the lifting of the 
five-month-old ban is translated into 
full tanks for U.S. autos.

The embargo that heightened energy 
problems in the United States curtail­ 
ing travel and forcing lower thermostats 
throughout winter was ended Monday by 
most of the 10 nations of the Organiza­ 
tion of Arab Petroleum Exporting Coun­ 
tries (CAPEC). 
Abu Dhabi, Bahrein, Egypt, Euwait, 
Qatar and Saudi Arabia ended the boy­ 
cott unconditionally. Algeria said it would 
go along at least until June . Libya and 
Syria refused to lift the embargo at all. 
Iraq never observed it.

Rehabilitation program for 


addicts meets critics

C ritics descended 
Monday 
on a proposed 
Federally * 
funded pilot 
program 
for 
civil commitment and rehabil­ 
itation 
of narcotics 
addicts 
in Santa Barbara County spon­ 
sored by the Santa Barbara 
Police Department, 
The Board of Supervisors 
after hearing a volley of criti­ 
cism directed at the $137,000 
project continued a hearing to 
April 1 at 10 a.m. to get furth­ 
er information before deciding 
whether or not to provide coun­ 
ty assistance.

Chief A. W. Trembley, explain­ 
ing the program needs a med­ 
ical evaluation facility

as might be provided by the 
county hospital or county jail, 
contended the roundup of ad­ 
dicts would reduce crim e and 
possibly rehabilitate many who 
would be sent to the state facil­ 
ity at Corona. 
But opponents outnumbered 
supporters at the hearing in the 
county 
building. 
Dr. 
Frank 
Forster, of the County Medi­ 
cal Society’s committee on drug 
abuse and alcoholism, said the 
program could be a "retu rn to 
MeCarthyism . . . a punitive 
expedition” under broad new po­ 
lice powers. 
Others pointed out the Co­ 
rona institution has been able 
to rehabilitate few addicts and 
that the program could give au­ 
thorities power to detain radi­ 
cals if they so choose. Super­ 
visor Frank Frost said police 
inform ants could “ finger” their 
enem ies under the program . 
Brad C urry, of the Santa 
B arbara Chapter, Civil Lib­ 
erties 
Union, expressed 
the 
view the county should expand 
its own program . 
This view seemed to have 
support from County Supervis­ 
or Jam es M. Slater, when it was 
shown the county’s methadone 
maintenance program for hero­ 
in addicts was shown to be op­ 
erating at top capacity, but with 
many addicts “ waiting in line” 
to be helped due to limited fa­ 
cilities and funding. 
The proposed project has the 
backing of Sheriff John W. C ar­ 
penter, and various city police 
chiefs, the supervisors were 
toid. but questions have arisen 
as to violation of civii and legal 
rights of addicts slated to be ci­ 
villy apprehended, given medi­ 
cal 
checkup, and if necessary 
packed off to Corona for years 
in some cases, even if found to 
be “ potential” addicts. 
The county jail has been rul­ 
ed ineligible for medical deten­ 
tion cases and the county hos­ 
pital hasn’t the security neces­ 
sary for detaining addicts, the 
supervisors were told. Exten­ 


sive renovations would >e need­ 
ed in either case. 
Chief Trem bley’s program 
had appeared to be on the way 
to approval after Santa Bar­ 
bara City Council approval. 
But then a roadblock appear­ 
ed in the critical stance taken 
by the city’s Community Rela­ 
tions Commission, and the pro­ 
gram is now undergoing prob­ 
ing from several directions. 
Chief Trembley said his proj­ 
ect, if carried out, would “ not 
interfere with those seeking re­ 
habilitation.” He ostensibly

Fire district election 


The Santa B arbara County 
Board 
of Supervisors voted 
Monday to call for a special 
election 
for the County 
Fire Protection D istrict in the 
June 4 
Prim ary on whether 
progressive tax rate increases 
could be approved to keep fund­ 
ing up to current fire protec­ 
tion needs. 
The current rate is 37 cents 
per $100 of assessed valua­ 
tion, 
and projected new tax 
rate maximums, if approved, 
would rise to 73 cents in the next 
fiscal year starting July 1, and 
mount to a maximum of $1.02 
at the end of five years. Tax 
rates are now limited by state 
legislation 
unless 
taxpayers 
take the lid off. 
Increases in the county dis­ 
trict would automatically raise 
rates in local areas which de­ 
pend on contracted county serv­ 
ices. 
County Fire Chief John Ris- 
don said his forces would be 
seriously 
adversely 
affected 
if the tax rate was held down. 
The County Taxpayers Assn. 
advocated holding off any coun­ 
ty district tax election to up the 
rates until at least the Novem­ 
ber election.

that services would have to be

At some time shortly after 12 o’clock tomor­ 
row afternoon, a group of 15 young Japanese men 
and four adults will bus into the Lompor Valley 
and puh up in front of the public library. 
There they Will be greeted by a group of Lom- 
po< citizens, thus kicking off a five-day whirl 
of ‘ odal and cultural artivities, including par­ 


ties, tours, and »*ven some wre tiing, 
1 he 19 Japanese, ranging in age from 17 to 
41 (team leader), are visiting the Valley as part 
of their three-week, six-city wrestling and cul­ 
tural exchange tour of California, a tour that be­ 
gan last Saturday in San Diego, 
l a- h wrestler and coach will be a guest in the 


home of a different Valley resident. The wrest­ 
lers will stay with local high school seniors, the 
coaches will stay with local coaches and other a- 
dults. 


The highlight of the visit, at least for most 
Lompoc citizen:;. will lie Friday (light's wres­ 
tling match between the Japanese group and 
members of the Lompoc-Vandenberg Wre ¿tling 
Club. 
for the Japanese wrestlers and their hosts, 
however, the match will be just one phase in a 
generous round of activities. 
"Wrestling is merely the catalyst for the cul­ 
tural exchange aspect of the trip,” explained 
Dave Long, who is helping to co-ordinate activi­ 
ties for the five days, along with Jerry ilamstad 
and the Lompoc Rotary Club. 


" v\ re diing has been de-emphasized in ‘his ex­ 
change program,” Long added. "There’s no 
question that they (the Japanese) will be outstand­ 
ing wrestlers, but they were chosen for the tour 
on social and scholastic merit first, then on ath­ 
letic ability.” 
Long was a member of a cultural exchange tour 


last summer that sent a group of American high 
school wrestlers and coaches to Japan. Valley 
wrestling stars Tuffy Grossi and Benje Williams 
also went along on that tour. 
The entire tour of the state is sponsored by the 
Southern California Wrestling Association, and 
is hosted locally by the Rotary Club. The cultur­ 
al exchange wrestling program was initiated 
some five years ago, according to Long, “ for 
the sole purpose of helping to understand social, 
moral and religious standards that can so often 
be misunderstood.” 
Lompoc was added to this year's itinerary at 
Long’s suggestion. 
“ Lompoc will tie the only rural experience for 
them.” he said. “ They’ll stick to the big cities - 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, San Diego...” 
Long stressed that the local hosts would be 
asked to maintain their normal style of living 
during the Japanese visit. 


"The whole emphasis is not on trying to give 
them a pseudo-Japanese culture. We’re going 
to say ‘Howdy!,’ and do our best to communicate 
our culture to them.”

Eastern Shore clashes with Jacksonville 
in the first game of a twin bill and Pur­ 
due meets Hawaii in the second. 


But after first-round games on Sat­ 
urday and Sunday all the favorites, even 
the sentimental ones of the local fans, 
are gone. Already back home on their 
campuses are North Carolina, the only 
nationally -ranked team in the tourna­ 
ment, plus local teams Manhattan, St. 
John’s, and Rutgers. 


While the Garden ticketsellers un­ 
doubtedly weep for the ducats they won’t 
be peddling to local fans, the tournament 
goes ahead on its road toward crowning 
a champion next Sunday. 


The quarter - final round concludes 
Thursday with Memphis State meeting 
Utah and Connecticut playing 
Boston 
CoLege. 


Maryland - Eastern Shore now has 
won 27 games and lost only one, and is 
rapidly gaining fans as a possible cham­ 
pion. In prospect in tonight’s game is a 
scoring duel between William Gordon, 
who had 26 points for the Marylanders 
in their 84-81 upset of Manhattan in the 
first round, and Leon Benbow of Jack­ 
sonville. 


Benbow, who averaged 21 points per 
game during the regular season, hit that 
figure right on the nose in Jacksonville’s 
opening 73-69 overtime victory over 
Massachusetts, the 18th win for Jack­ 
sonville in 26 games. 


The Hawaii-Purdue game is a rematch 
of the final round of the Rainbow Classic 
tournament back during the season, in 
which Hawaii beat the Boilermakers, 
76-67. 


Tom Henderson, a member ofthe 1972 
U.S. Olympic team who was the “ Most 
Valuable Player” in that Rainbow Class­ 
ic, scored 20 points in Hawaii’s open­ 
ing round 66-65 cliffhanger win over 
Fairfield, and nabbed a key rebound 
with 23 seconds to play. 
Henderson,

WFL drafts 


top stars 


from NFL 


NEW YORK (UPI) - If there was any 
doubt about it before, the first player 
draft staged by the World Football League 
erased it today — the fledgling WFL 
means all-out war against the dominance 
of the National Football League. 


Blithely and boldly, the 12 teams of 
the new league read off the names of 
established stars of the NFL as they went 
through the first 40 rounds of their 
draft Monday — names like Joe Namath, 
Jim Plunkett, Calvin Hill, and the three 
biggest 
stars 
of 
the 
NFL cham­ 
pions: Larry Csonka 
Jim Kiick, and 
Paul Warfield. 


While they were at it, the WFL up­ 
starts didn’t forget the Canadian Foot­ 
ball League, either. 
They sprinkled 
their selection list with the names of 
many of the best nor(h-of-the-border 
players, too. 
And they even tossed out ominous 
iittle hints like pointing out they didn’t 
mention in the draft the names of play­ 
ers they’ve already signed — players 
who have played out the option in their 
NFL contracts and therefore are free 
as birds. The New York entry of the 
WFl, for instance, claims to have lines 
on 50 players — not by any means all 
N FLers, of course. 


However, the New York team, the 
Stars, did take the occasion to announce 
the signing of one option - free player 
- tackle John Elliott, for seven years 
the “ Big Bad John” of the New York 
Jets’ defense. 
Elliott had made no 
secret of his dissatisfaction with the 
Jets. 
The WFL didn’t pretend that it ex­ 
pects to swipe all of the N FLers it 
named. League officials pointed out that 
naming these players establishes the 
lines of communication for any of the 
players who feel like jumping in the fu­ 
ture — they know whom they can dicker 
with, and it prevents squabbles between 


W F l clubs. 
A number of the NFL players named 
early were players like ELiott who 
may be nearing the end ofthe trail, or 
are opening dissatisified with the mon­ 
ey they’re getting or the chance they 
have of moving up on their NFL team. 
For example, there was quarterback 
Craig Morton of the Dallas Cowboys, who 
has had to take a back seat in Texas to 
Roger Staubach — the Birmingham WFL 
team picked him in the second round. 
Quarterback Pete Beathard of Kansas 
City, something of a similar case, was 
named on the first round by Houston. 
Another quarterback, Randy Johnson of 
the New York Giants who even went home 
for a time during the 1973 season when 
he thought he was being over-looked, was 
a sixth-round choice by Hawaii.

boys teams 


The Northern League voted Friday to 
rescind a regulation prohibiting girls 
from playing on boy’s athletic teams. 
The action, according to League Pres­ 
ident Doug Hitchen, was taken because 
of the inability of Arroyo Grande High 
and San Luis Obispo High to provide 
separate competitive sports programs 
for girls, due to lack of facilities and 
finances. 
The other four league schools have 
provided separate competitive sports 
programs for girls, though not in all 
recognized CIF sports. 
What the new ruling means is that 
a girl at any league school may try out 
for any team, including the boy’s foot­ 
ball or wrestling team. 
Arroyo Grande and San Luis wiil field 
“ school” teams, rather than separate 
“ boys” and “ girls” teams as do the 
other NL schools. 
Before the ruling, the Northern League 
was one of the few leagues in the CIF 
Southern 
Section to forbid girls from 
participating on boys teams in league 
competition. 
According to some league adminis­ 
trators, the new ruling does not rep­ 
resent a giant step toward equal sports 
opportunity for girls, since it is unlike­ 
ly that a significantly large number of 
girls could be competitive with boys, 
thus limiting girls participation in inter­ 
scholastic sports at Arroyo Grande and 
San Luis to the few physically talented 
girls who could compete with boys for 
positions on any squad. 
The ruling also paves the way for 
future problems, according to Lompoc 
Principal Robert Paisola and Cabrillo 
Principal Robert Bickford. 
For instance, they point out, if a girl 
may try out for a boys team, boys may 
want to try out for girls teams. (Although 
the CIF rules presently state that boys 
may not participate on girls teams.) 
Arroyo Grande and San Luis claim 
that the only way they could institute 
separate teams for girls would be to cut 
back on the number of boys teams, 
thereby endangering 
their ability to 
meet league scheduling requirements. 


49er coach quits

Law enforcement officials counter this phil­ 
osophical argument with the fact that immunity 
from prosecution in exchange for information is 
of prime importance incrackingdown on the high- 
level dealer with the employment of the dope user 
or street dealer. Judge Dodson, on the other hand, 
caiiS it “ dirty business” to grant lenience for ac­ 
cused criminals. 
For the good of us all, it is hoped that some au­ 
thority wili soon define the lesser of the two 
evils. 


End of committee? 


The annual report of the House 
Committee on Internal Security is 
interesting in several respects, not 
least for an exchange way hack near 
the end between the committee’s 
chairman, Mr. Richard Ichord of 
Missouri, and a fellow Democratic 
member, the Reverend Robert F. 
Drinan 
of 
Massachusetts. 
Fr. 
Drinan’s 
interest 
in 
internal 
security is to be compared to, oh, 
Richard 
Nixon’s 
interest 
in 
lepidoptera. Though that is not 
actually correct: Fr. Drinan, like a 
few 
other 
congressmen 
and 
senators, is interested in internal 
security 
in 
the 
sense 
of 
wishing to do away 
with those who are 
interested in inter­ 
nal security. It is as 
if Richard Nixon, 
in d if f e r e n t 
to 
butterflies, wished 
to 
extinguish 
all 
butterfly activities. 
That is why the Jesuit from 
Boston, when he went down to 
Washington, consented to— indeed 
sought out — membership in what 
used 
to 
be 
called 
the 
House 
Com m ittee 
on 
Un-American 
Activities. He wanted to Bore from 
Within. About this he is utterly 
candid. He begins his Additional 
Views, in the annual report, with the 
sentence: “Born of a reflexive fear 
of communism now outmoded, the 
House Internal Security Committee, 
a shadow of its evil past, continues 
to 
exist 
out 
of 
congressional 
inertia.” 
Well, a lot of things continue to 
exist out of congressional inertia, 
and a lot of things don’t exist that 
should 
exist 
on 
account 
of 
congressional inertia, and a lot of 
people are in Congress on account of 
citizens’ inertia, but the notion that 
it is “outmoded” to fear a country 
that disposes of hydrogen bombs and

a lust for world domination, and a 
second country that is developing its 
hydrogen bombs and shares that lust 
for world domination, is hardly 
outmoded. In my case, save only the 
fear of Hell which I presumably 
share with Fr. Drinan, I can't think 
of anything one could reasonably 
fear more than communism-cum- 
hydrogen 
bombs. 
As 
for 
the 
com m ittee’s 
“ evil” 
past, 
I 
recommend 
the 
book, 
The 
Committee and Its Critics, Putnam, 
1962, edited by myself. 
It has always been faddish to wish 
to eliminate the internal security 
committee, 
mostly 
because 
its 
targets speak reliably through echo 
chambers that reach us all; and 
because 
it 
is 
chic 
to 
treat 
Communists and such as decorative 
creatures that enliven dull parties, 
such as at Leonard Bernstein’s 
house. Accordingly, Congressman 
Bolling has proposed that the House 
committee be abolished and made, 
instead, 
a casual 
part of 
the 
Judiciary Committee. These shifts 
tend to have a symbolic rather than 
a purely administrative meaning, as 
such as Fr. Drinan realize: he is 
very enthusiastic about the idea, 
confident that it would mean, in 
effect, an end to the committee. It 
seems to me extraordinary that in a 
season 
when 
so 
very 
much 
criticism, much of it correctly, has 
been made against Richard Nixon’s 
invocation of national security, that 
the only committee of the House of 
Representatives 
charged 
with 
concerning itself ongoingly with the 
problem of internal security should 
be thought redundant. Is it really 
exclusively up to the President to 
worry about these things? If the 


President is going to wiretap people 
in order to stop leaks of vital 
information, what laws should he 
consult? Who is better equipped to 
make intelligent recommendations 
on the matter than a congressional 
committee charged to look after the 
requirements 
of 
the 
internal 
security? 
Tom Charles Huston has been 
widely pilloried for his Secret Plan 
to guard the security of the White 
House, and of the political parties at 
Miami. Why is it unreasonable to 
expect congressional guidance on 
such matters, and again, who is 
better equipped to give it than those 
who study the problem, seeking a 
judicious 
balance 
betw een 
individual freedom and the demands 
of internal security? You would 
think that Fr. Drinan was for once in 
his life concerned to save money. 
Yet 
we 
are 
talking 
about 
a 
miserable budget of a half million 
dollars. 
The latest publication of the 
committee is on the Symbionese 
Liberation Army. Unlike the press, 
the 
committee 
is 
armed 
with 
subpoena 
power, 
and 
can 
get 
answers to questions which can 
serve as the foundation for useful 
legislation What’s wrong with that? 
Let 
Fr. 
Drinan 
go 
back 
to 
Cambridge and confess there that he 
finally voted to urge Congress to 
continue to concern itself with the 
internal security. Surely he can find 
a 
law 
that 
would 
protect 
his 
freedom publicly to express his 
repentance? Who knows, such a law 
might 
have been drafted from 
recommendations made by the old, 
evil 
House 
Committee on 
Un- 
American Activities.

A fter being hired by the Record in May, 
1972, I waited several weeks before re­ 
minding the editor that my name had yet 
to appear in the paper’s masthead. (The 
masthead is printed daily at the lower 
left corner on page two.) 
I wasn’t planning on mentioning this, 
but someone on the editorial staff remind­ 
ed me of it, sol figured it was my respon­ 
sibility to speak up. After all, a person 
must look out for himself in the doggy 
world. 


A curious and somewhat embarrassing 
thing happened when my name was added 
to the masthead’s line-up of publishing 
and editorial standings. It appeared last. 
I remember that the staffer (also on 
the list) laughed about it, and I resigned 
then and there to let it be. Anyway, I’ve 
always favored the idea of me being out 
of place, a little different. 


I did contemplate the meaning of my 
name’s position: was it an error? If not, 
why not? If you adhered to the logical or­ 
der of the list, my name should have come 
after the sport editor’s name because the 
editors are listed by alphabetical order 
and I am an editor. 
Still, my name remains out of place, 
and though I can handle the fact, I dis- 


like the pleasure and satisfaction that 
my natural enemy 
gets out of this 
knowledge. He is a traveling salesper­ 
son or something (I’ve known him for 
years, unfortunately) and he honors me 
with a visit every few months. Each 
time he’ll pick up the day’s Record, and, 
turning to page two, ask me with a sil­ 
ly grin, 
“ Hey, Ace, why is it an editor’s name 
is listed after a staff writer’s name?” 
I retort, “ Bird, you’re asking me the 
wrong question. You should ask me if I 
write as well as Victor Martinez prints 
the paper. That is what’s important.” 
Then, I go into a long routine about 
our press foreman Victor Martinez, and 
my natural enemy, with his misshaped 
value, tries to change the subject. But 
I enjoy talking about Martinez and his 
five unit offset web press. I continue: 
Reader’s don’t appreciate the work of 
pressmen. Martinez knows newspapers 
stuff packages and are used over wet kit­ 
chen floors to walk on. Nevertheless, he 
aspires to produce a flawless product. 
Good printing is a matter of maintain­ 
ing an exact balance between ink and wat­ 
er to prevent graving pages or ink-filled 
letters. It is a matter of keeping the 
presses remarkably clean to turn-out a 


clean product. It is a matter of keeping 
the folder and cutter (the single most im­ 
portant unit of the presses) operating 
without jamming. 
Too, it’s a matter of operating the pres­ 
ses at their ideal speed (1100 copies 
per hour), not running the web (newsprint 
going through the presses) too loose 
or too tight to check breaking and tearing. 
And it is a matter of adjusting each of the 
five units (presses) individually; they 
have their own idiosyncracies. 
Says Martinez, “ You just don’t set up 
the presses like a computer and go with 
it.” 
The sound of a running press is like a 
heartbeat. Martinez can hear it cutting 
right, folding right, and whep one roller 
is out of adjustment. 
Newsprint runs through the press 
plates; Martinez prints the paper. 
Martinez, then, is an artist, engineer, 
machinist, and craftsman. He is proud of 
his profession and works conscientiously 
although he knows that readers will never 
know what an important part he and press­ 
man Adolfo Vargas Jr. have played in 
creating the day’s newspaper. 


And Martinez — his name is not even 
mentioned in the masthead.

W ater in g o o d hands 


Most everyone can become frustrated 
with the speed that government moves to 
correct things that need correcting. For 
example 
it seems 
like it takes ages 
to invoke the final enforcement measures 
of some ordinances. 
So it was with a- 
mazement that I lis­ 
tened to a govern­ 
mental body meet­ 
ing in Lompoc not 
only slap the muni­ 
cipal wrist of a city 
in the San Francis­ 
co Bay area, but le­ 
vy a fine of $5,000 a 
day for non-compli­ 
ance 
with water quality standards. 
Later I asked the city administrator 
of the city under the gun if he could af­ 
ford that much fine and he said there was 
no question about paying the fine, his 
city council would have to meet the water 
quality standards, 
not tomorrow, but 
right then. No city has that much money. 
This little story came back to me re­ 
cently when I heard Norman H. Caldwell 
tell an audience about the state’s water 
quality control boards. Caldwell is chair­ 
man of the Central Coast Regional Water 
Wuaiity Control Board and in that capa­ 
city keeps a firm rein on the discharge 
of any effluent that can adversely affect 
the quality of underground water sup­ 
plies. There is a federal and state fund­ 
ing program to help out, but that’s anoth­ 
er story. 
This was the board that set the strict­ 
est of standards for effluent originating 
at the Federal Correctional Institution 
in lieu ofparticipatinginthe LompocVal- 
ley regional sower disposal plan. 
This was the board that stood eyeball 
to eyeball with a couple of other federal 
departments and told them they had to 
meet proper effluent standards like any­ 
body else. 
Interestingly enough California has led 
the nation in control of water quality. It 
all began in the 1950s according to Cald­ 
well with the passage of the Dickey Act 
which established the water pollution con­ 
trol boards in nine regions under the State 
Water Pollution Control Board. 
Even 
greater controls came aiong 
with the passage of the Porter-Cologne 
Water Quality Act which became effective 
on Jan. 1, 1970. 
Caldwell says the act is based on “ the 
premise 
that 
to discharge waste ei­ 
ther into waters or on the land within Cal­ 
ifornia is a privilege not a right.” 
Under the beefed up program the Calif­ 


ornia Water Quaiity Control Board is a 
five-member body whose members are 
appointed by the governor and who get 
paid for their efforts. They also have a 
highgeared staff of individuals exper­ 
ienced in water quality planning, water 
quality enforcement and water rights. 


Each of the nine regional boards has 
members representing various interests 
including county and city governments, 
water agencies or districts, irrigated ag­ 
riculture, 
recreation and wildlife and 
three members representing the public 
at large. 


Locally, Caldwell’s body has prime 
jurisdiction over Rincon Creek, in the 
south and over the watersheds of the San­ 


ta Ynez, Santa Maria, the Salinas and the 
Pajaro Rivers. 
In a word the central coast board (and 
the other eight boards for that matter) is­ 
sues discharge permits to agencies and 
individuals discharging to the waters 
or to the land within the region, and “ can 
issue cleanup orders, can hold public 
hearings and issue cease and desist or­ 
ders which establish time schedules for 
corrective action and if necessary can 
turn matters over to the attorney general 
for prosecution in the courts of the 
state.” 
Needless to say the board gets action. 
That gives the public about as pure a 
feeling of satisfaction in government as 
anything I can think of.
